Armed with a select assortment of SUP- 


gioal Instruments Mid accompanied by a 
reporter Dr. Watte approached a large 
cage In the upper part of his repository 
on Knetland street, in which a poor lit- 
tle monkey clung desperately to his 
parch. Tula partionlar monkey was a 
native of Bahia and belongs to the ring- 
tailed species. 
Three weeks ago be es- 


caped from his owners and broke his 
right leg jpet above the knee. 
Mortifi- 


cation sot ia, and amputation was neces- 
sary to save the animal's life, so ho had 
boon turned over to Dr. Watts for treat- 
moat. Ho weighed bnt five pounds, 
and was very weak from his injury. 
It 


was tho doctor's purpose to take off his 
leg, so he adjusted his eye-glasses, 
rolled up his sleeves, made it oouo oat 
of a towel, Inserted a sponge soaked 
with ether ana then proceeded to put 
the little sufferer under the influence of 
the anaesthetic. 
After tb« monkey's 


struggles ceased the doctor went to 
work. Seizing his knife, be out up tho 
skin about two inches lower down the 
leg than where he intended to cut the 
bone. Upon turning up tho flaps of skin 
it was observed that tne monkey's leg 
was exactly like that of a human being. 
Dr. Watts first severed tho arteries, 
picked them up and tied them securory 
with silk thread. He out the muscles, 
and thon, with a fine saw, severed tho 
bone. 
More ether was administered, 


the reporter noting as assistant Great 
cure and skill woro necessary, for the 
anhnal was very much exhausted, but 
tho doctor know just what to do and 
how to do it. Scarcely a quarter of on 
ounce of blood was lost during the opo- 
rntion, which was thoroughly success- 
ful in every way. The doctor next 
drew down tho flaps of the skin and 
sowed them over the stump with silk 
thrond. A fow bandages and all was 
over. 


Tenderly the doctor took his dumb 


pationt to nn open window and allowed 
him to breathe the fresh, cool air. The 
expression on tho monkey's face was a 
study 
His very took was that of a hu- 


man being. His eyes opened, and he 
staled wildly about at tirst, thon he 
acted more naturally. As he saw 
his amputated log and scorned to realize 
what had happened, and that he was 
still alive, an expression of wonder and 
astonishment could plainly be seen 
upon his little face. 
Carefully he was 


laid upon a mound of clean straw In his 
oago. Ho tried to walk about with tho 
leg which was not there. Then ho 
smellod of the bandage and rolled about 
a bit, finally curling up and goiueto 
sleep as if perfectly satisfied. 
He 


soomod to know that what had been 
done was for the best, and he looked 
through tho bars at tho doctor with a 
grateful expression on his faco. 
In six 


weeks from now ho will be as lively and 
as interesting aa ever, and will scarcely 
miss his lost member. The doctor cer- 
tainly performed an extremely delicate 
operation, and one which had never 
boon done in this country. It must cer- 
tainly bo a satisfaction to the lovers of 
animals to know that dumb creatures 
can bo as safely operated upon as hu- 
man beings. — Uoiton Herald.

Optical Illusions. 


Many of you know about optical Illu- 


sions, and tho curious mistakes which 
the eye sometimes makos concerning an 
object at which it is looking; but fow of 
us know how frequently wo ourselves 
are the victims of optical illusions of 
one sort or another. Tho fact is, we 
soo nearly as much with our experience 
as wo seo with our eyes. Wo Know of 
an object to bo of a certain form in one 
position, and of a certain color in one 
light; and we nro too apt to fancy that 
wo seo it of that form and color in all 
positions and lights, regardless of tho 
Inct that, soon from another stand-point, 
tho contour of it may appear entirely 
different, and that a different light may 
totally change the color of It. We all 
Ttnow that the actual color of oloau 
boots, is black, and a beginner in paint- 
ing almost always paints them perfectly 
black, whereas the direct rays of the 
Him or of an artificial light may make 
thorn appear nearly white in parts; 
while if they be placed near some bright 
BubHtanco, such as a piece of orange- 
peel, or crimson scarf, they will refloct 
tho color of that object, and so become 
orango or rod iu parts, and an export 
pnintor would so represent them. We 
near pooplo speak of "the white of tS»e 
eye," nml beginners with the brush 
often givo a very ghastly expression to 
their attempts ut portraiture by palnt- 
'ng tho wluto of the eye pure white; 
whoroas, owing to the projection of the 
brows, tho Ms, and t&o taabes. It is 
oft«D thrown into deep shade, and may 
bu evon darker than some of the flesh 
tints. Mow, if their eyes were trained 
liko those of a skilled artiet, they would 
know the true color of all objects they 
'beheld, lint this is the very hardest 
Ithing an artist has to leant, namely, to 
•know really what be does see.

as to take a white card, and with your 
pftiats try to match it on some tint in

it through the hole, side by side with 
your attempt

Evil Tidings from the San Bias. 


BALTIMORE, Mu., November 1.—Henry 


Brothers, of this city, received intel- 
ligence last evening from Abaco, a West 
India port, that among some wreckage 
which floated ashore near that place was 
found a board on -which was painted the 
word Son Bias, the name of one of their 
schooners. The vessel lias been overdue 
for a month, and her owners have ex- 
pressed grave fears as to her safety. 
She 


left Port Morant, Jamaica, ou September 
4th, for Baltimore, and tho finding of the 
wreckage ia the first news the Urm has 
heard about her. Tho captain, A. U. As- 
quini, of Baltimore, aud crew of six men, 
probably perished. Mrs. Asquini is fran- 
tic with grief over the fate of her husband.
